A BYLAW 

To Light the City of Victoria 
with Electric Light. 

WHEREAS IT IS EXPEDIENT 
that the City of Victoria should bo 
lighted with the Electric Light; 

.\nd whereas the estimated cost of pur- 
chasing and 'erecting machinery and plant 
necessary for lighting the City with such 
light is 815,000; 

.\nd whereas it is e.\pt;dient that the 
said sum of §15,000 shall bo raised upon 
debentures p.ayable in tifteen years and 
bearing Interest at the 'rate of Six per 
cent, per annum; 

And wliercaa it will require the sum of 
.S1700 to be raised annually by special rate 
for the payment of the said debt and in- 
terest, as is hereinaftei mentioned; 

.\iid whereas the amount of the. whole 
rateal)le property of the said Corporation 
of the City of Victoria, tiocording to the 
last revised assessment roll, being for the 
'yearl«81, w.ia $2,ai>U,000, irrespective of 
any future increase of tlio rateable pro- 
perty of tlie .Municipality and wf any in- 
come In the nature of tolls. Interest, or 
dividends I'niin the work, luid also irre- 
specllvi' of any incomes from the tempor» 
aiy iiive.-itnients of the sinking fund oi' 
any part thereof; 

And whereas for paying the interest 
and creating an equal yearly sinking fnnd 
fcfr paying the saitl princi|ial sum of §15,- 
000 and interest, as hereinafter mention- 
ed, it will rei|nire an ei|ual annual special 
rate of one-tenth of one per cent, on the 
dollar, 

Bk it TIIKIIEFOUF. KNAI'TKl) by the 

Mayor and Council of the Corporation of 
tho City of Victoria, 

1. That it shall be lawful for the Mayor 
of the City to raise by way of U.>an from 
any por.son or persons, body or bodies 
corporate, who may be willing to advance 
the saiiie ii[iou the credit of the deben- 
tures hereinafter mentioned a sum of 
money not exceeding in the whole tho 
sum of .'?15,000, and cause the same to bo 
paid into the hands of the Treasurer of 
the said Corporation for the purpose and 
with the object above recited. 

2. That it shall be lawful for the said 
Mayor to cause any number of debentures 
to be made for such sums of money as 
may be reipiired not less than .^100 each 
and that the said dobonlures shall be 
sealed with llu^ seal of the said Corpora- 
tifin of the City of \'ict«>ria and be signed 
by the said Mtiyor. 

ii. That the said debentures shall be 
made payable in tifteen years at farthest 
from the ilay heroinaftor mentioned for 
this bylavv to take oflect, at the ofJice of 
the Treasurer of the Corporation of the 
said City of Victoria and shall h.ave at- 
tached to them coupons for the payment 
of the interest. 

•4. That the said debentures shall bear 
interest tit the rate of si.\ per cent, per 
annum from the date thereof, which in- 
terest shall be |)ayable h.alf-yearly at the 
ollice of the Treasurer of the Municipality. 

,5. That for I he |iurpose of fm niing a 
sinklii;; fmnl fur the payment of the said 
ilebeiit nil's ;ind Interest at the rate afiU'O- 
said to bi'cmne due thereon, a» eiiual 
3[iecial rate of (me-tenth of one cent on 
the dollar shall, in addition to all other 
rates, be raised, levied .'ind collected in 
each year njinn all rateable property in 
the said Municipality during thecontinu- 
aiiee of the|.salil debentures orany of them. 

li. It shtill be lawful for the said 
Municipal (Jonncil from time to time 
after the expiration of 2 years from the 
date hereof in redeem all or any of tho 
said debentures upi'ii giving I! months 
notice to the holders thereof which notice 
shall be published in the IJi itish Columbia 
(ur.clti' and one daily paper and after the 
expiration of the stiid three months all 
interest on the said dobonttii'es shall 
cease and such debentures shall bo so ex- 
jiressed as to entitle tho said Cotnicil to 
redeem and purchase the saint? on paying 
tho amount therenf and interest due 
thereon to the date of such purchase to 
the holder or holders thereof and all ile- 
beutures so repurchased shall forthwith 
bo cancollcd and destroyed and no reisaue 
of debentures shall be made in consc- 
ipieiicn of such repurchase.

Tho Bodsors' Fate. 

The report of the ollieers of the U. S. 
steamer Rodgeis, burned in .St. Lawrence 
Bay, states that; "The tire was reported 
at abmit 8;-10 a.m. The tire gained so 
ra[>idly that it became evi.leiit that .-ill at- 
tenqits to sa\'e the ship wniild prnvi.. fruit- 
less; so at about -I P.M., as a last resort, 
chains wore slipped, sail made, and the 
ship headed for the beach, in hopes that 
by scuttling hor siillicient provisions 
might bi- saved lo subsiat the party until 
r(.SClleil. The ncnllluig was dniie by np- 
eiiiiig ll'.'' niitb..;inl delivery. .Vltlimigh 
frnni six to eight feet nf water rushed in- 
tn her liri -rn.ini, yet nwing to coal and 
timber being choked, tho water did not 
tb.w forward tn the seat of tho lire. The 
ship at this time lay .djout two hundred 
ami fifty yards from tiie shore surrounded 
liy soft slush 20 inches thick, tnn soft lo 
make 11 holding upon and yet tno heavy 
lo force boats through under ordinary cir- 
cumstances. Fo.'tunatoly the ship w;ts 
provided with a bid.irki, by means of 
which the men were enabled tn (■;u ry a 
line aslmre. .-Vl 10 p.m. the tlainos pro- 
reeded an f:ir aft that it was dolermined 
In abandon the ship, all hope of .sa\ ing 
her being emled. From 'he lime she was 
scuttled up In this moment the whole 
compati) was engaged in lighlingthe lire, 
iiiakiiig jellismi nf the combustib-le caign, 
bi raking niil bnats, iirovisiona, etc. 

' On the -tiliKebriiary .Master C. F. Put- 
nam, commanding the supply department 
at Cape.Serdz, Karmeii, arrived at North 
Head with four sledges loaded with pem- 
inican and others provision for the ship- 
wrecked party, he having heard of the loss 
(if the ship through the natives. He 
siarlcil on liis return trip to the depot in 
bad weather, and was overtaken by a ter- 
rible gale of wind with drifting snow, 
when two days out, and was obligeil to 
turn back, and in the endeavor to reach 
a village on tho southern side of St.. Law- 
ri nee bay, about 12 miles from North 
Head, became seporated from his native 
escort, and not being able to see ton feet 
ahead of him, w.as carried out to sea on 
an ice Hoe. Becoming dettiched by the 
force of the wind he was driftinl nil. 
This was on February 11th. Early on the 
following mnrning he was seen by iiati\ es 
oil' South Head, but nwingtothe iicculiar 
state of the ice, which was thin, Ihe na- 
tives wore afrtiid to venture out, as it 
would cut lliruugh and cause tho loss of 
their skin canoes. Later in the day he 
wa.s seen about 7 miles oflT shore abreast 
nf the village, .Vbout miles to ilui 
smithward nf smith head, a vignrous at- 
tempt was made to rescue him by four 
of tho Rogers crew ami two natives in a 
canoe, but owing to the intervening ice 
they were. unable to reach liiin and were 
nbligodtoput back after getting throe 
miles from shore. This was tho Inst over 
seen of Putmaii. Several of Piitnian's 
dogs wereiiflerwards seen in an emaciated 
coiulition. The whole party, with the 
exception of Putnam, were afterwards 
rescued by the steam whaler North Star 
and transferred lo the I'. S. S. Corovin 
at Oniialaskti and are now on their way 
til .San Francisco.
